Tlio years of nnsicty and dann, of duso- 
latioii and despnir, which formed (he 
melancholy ucqutii oT thla n^titloua niBu- 
cticc ftjid these doluaivo hopes, can. ncvci 
be forgoltCTi, 

And fit-on when tlio3o years lutd roUcn] 
away; when tbo 6torm at our adversity 
hud exhfttialad its violence; vht»i the 
colonials btrjan 1o sea that, all was not 
lost, that property still bad its value, and 
industry its rewards ; when confidence 
began gradually to return, and the aspect 
of the future to brighten — there tre- 
Biained n chubs of deep apprehension 
to many, and of pniiiful solicitude 
to all. The affairs of the Bank of 
Australia were still involved in dreadful 
comjilicatian, and threatened another en 
tattonhe, of which it v*as impossible to 
rbicsce the end, or to calculate the 
ravages. On each of the last five or 
six New Yearn' Bays, our conRrr, 
filiations upon the improving state of the 
country were subdued by the recollsetion 
of I hat yet im pending storm. We know 
that many of our oldest jnd most respect 
able families vrere likely to bo swopt 
away by it into utter ruin, and that it* 
disastrous consequences must Reecssnrily 
extend to many others, who, though, not 
directly involved in the liabilities of the 
Bank, were yet so connected by the rami- 
fications of business with, those, who 
were, that they could not escape un 
scathed. 

This drawback from our Now Year's 
joyB no longer exit la. The storm 
lias burst, and all are wondering 
Hut it haa done so little 
harm, Within a sum too email 
to cause a moment's uneasiness, the 
enormous debt of the Bant of Australia 
lias been paid off! We congratulate thn 
nhnroholdcrs on this noble achievement, 
creditable ulike to their energy and to 
Iheir moral rectitude. And we congra- 
tulate ihe colonists at large on flits iiural 
fact, that not one dark cloud now lours 
un ihuir monetary liorizon. 

As re Kinds its materiul interests, New 
South Wales was never in a mimdcr 
condition than it is tlds day. Wild npo- 
rjulnlion ia a thing unknown. Accoiiiino. 
dpitiou paper, once so rife, was long since 
fivept a way, and has not dared to re- 
appear. A dishonoured bill would be a 
curiosity, Onr commercial reports show 
that business ia conducted on true and 
aoild.pritifliplcs, and with an amount of 
success all the better for being mudcrate. 
Our advictis from home "how that out 
staple exports, rapidly ns they increase 
in Quantity, and active n<i in 
the Competition thay have to 
* ncrjuater iiom other parts of the world, 
barely keep pace with the increase 
of consumption, and r re consequently in 
brisk demand, and realise remunerative 
prices. These advices show, moreover, 
that, ho far as the commercial future can 
he discerned by experienced minds, there 
is every reason to believe that this favour- 
able state of the British market will con- 
tinue throughout the present year. And, 
while the commcrqlfll and pastoral inte- 
rests of the colony aro thus buoyant, its 
ineclunical interests also arc more pro- 
sperous than tliey had been duriig the 
previous ten years, Tito operative classes, 
generally speaking, are in full work, with 
liberal wages ; and tho necessaries and 
conifuita of life being plentiful, and on 
the whole comparatively cheap, it may be 
said with truth that in no part of tbu 
world arc these classes bettor off than 
they arc here ; it might, perhaps, 
bo added, that in no other country are 
they so well off. 

As our increase of production outstrips 
tho natural increase of our population, 
the colonists stUl looit with «orne anxiety 
on their prospects of immigration. Wc 
-' aoine weeks agu the grounds upon 
we considered these prospects to 
'tbirarroitV.. be encouraging ; and wo have still good 
grounds for believing that within the 
nest twelve monriis several thousands of 
Free labourers will be sent out to us from 
tbo mother country. Often as it had been 
eaid, it cannot be too frequently repeated, 
that what the colony wants is not a lar^o 
or a fUful, but a ctmttaimtss stream of 
LrarnirrrutiDn ; one thnfc shall, 8,8 nearly as 
possible, keep pace with the gradual in- 
crease of our demand for labour, 
bat not exceed it—that shall keep wages 
from riling, but not seriously ralua: them. 
On reverting to the political history of 
the colony during the year that hna just 
aspired, we can recall no event of more 
than ordinary importance, except tho set. 
tletnent of the Transportation Question, 
and the passing of our Now Conslitulinn 
Act. Hie former will make the year 1850 
a conspicuous and memorable era in colo- 
nial annals ; for, aasuminR that Hee

First, was Mr. Hilt* return Illegal? We 
are all clearly ol opinion vimt it waa. It n 
notmore an atabliahrrl principle of law, than 
of natural justice, that no man shall bo in the 
lame matter both party and jiitlge, • Nemo 
aibi esse judex, vol «ula }aa diceio debet.' Oi 
this principle, ptrsona untitled to hold any 
Court ef exclusive jurisdiction, can neverthe- 
less not preaide there, either in person or by 
deputy, If in any manner interested in lha 
cause. If an arbitrator have any iniereat in 
tho ease referred to liitn, the award will be set 
aside. On the same principle, ft Sheriff cannot 
even Bat immaterially in tbo execution of a. 
WTit, whelo he 'ifi interested in the 
mattar ; but tbo writ muit be di- 
rected to elisors, or lo tho Cnraner, 
If s decision ho arrived at by MagiBtrste* in 
Sessions, of whom any cue waa inittoated, it 
will be illegal ; although a majority would siill 
exist, without counting the objectionable vote, 
(t Q, B, 4J9— Oasc of the Uhellenham Magia- 
trates.l On tbo same orlnciplc. too, or at least 
in conformity with it, is the well known rule, 
that no fieturnine Officer can be elected a 
member Of the Hoaxe of Commons, for th* 
County, Horougb, or Town, for wliioh he acts, 
or to whioh he ssads hia prrcept, aa such 
Officer, 

Xt,vr, here, Mr. Hill was at the tamo time 
Returning Officer aud Candidal*. Hia duty 
was not merely ministerial ; though, for the: 
mofit part, it certainly way so. The Aldermen 
and Assessors, for Inatanco p. 2ii, aro tn telle 
the votes i and the Mayor's duties under tho 
2ith and SfJtb sections, nt hough ho hsa to 
appoint polling Cleikn, and decide between 
candidates, in ocrtain esse*, by drAwiajf lora, 
can scarcely he said to bs of a judicial chATne- 
tsr. Hut, by the 3uth section, i.,. has pnw,r 
to reject veting papers, whwa nny of the 
names therein shall bo (that is, shell in his 
judgment bo) not iulclll|;ibly exprflaaed | an 
authority, however unimportant, which ia 
beyond all doubt judicial. We are not pre- 
pared to hold, however, that the Mayor oould 
be a candidate, even were nil duties strictly 
ministerial. The ground on which the exclu- 
sion of emy such Ofliesr rests, from being a 
candidate for 1'arlifuiient, where the, writ ia 
directed to him, has been alaled to be. the 
power and influence which his ration oonfetB 
on him; a toaaon not lesa cogent, in caaeB 
wliern 1,= u> sa>in a eciBif.n 1 iter for his own 
office. 

But there ara reasons in this cage for hold 
inp; t on tha ordinary rules of construction tp- 
plicablo to emslmenti, that the Mayor for the 
time being was not Intended by our Legilletute, 
to become ■ competitor for n-election.

In the caia of tbe 
Mayor, there is no such provision. 
On what principle can we say, that this 
Kuntaty grrimatuu waa unUfaig.uia t tii.) E,H|tti- 
laiuie had the previous Acts, for regulating 
the alfsin of the Corporation, under review at 
the maniBnt, for they are referred to. But, in 
one of those Acts, the fl Vict, No. 3. s. 40, the 
capacity of re-election ia oonferrad. The 
Legislature, therefore, did not ihinV. such a 
provision superfluous, where re election was 
intended! and its omission in the now Aisr, 
cocsf'.-wUy, f* trie more matlied sad striking. 
It cannot be attributad, consiatently with any 
sound piinsiple of censtraction, to oversight or 
accident, under such circuraitanccs i or to any 
opinion, that such a provision waa unucccasBry. 
Had we found an axpreas enactment, that the 
Mayor might ba again elected, and nn enact, 
ment providing a aubsti'ute for the dtaoharge, 
is BU*h a esse, of hia olBciat dutice, wo might 
have beau led to hold, notwithi landing their 
apparent incompatibility, that iba two ctaroo- 
lera of Declaring or Returning Office*, and 
Candidate, were tuitainnbla oy him. by reason 
nf the necessity of the thing { lewt the inten- 
tion of the Legielattire should be frmtinied, 
But when, as in the Electorn) Act, fl Yirt 
tin, \ 5, 1. 1, the Legislature ooutoiuplnted the 
possibility of the Mayor's beaoming a candi- 
date, for an offiao to which he was tn declare 
the election , they took care to make provision 
for a substitute. 

The question on which wc have fell mote 
difficulty, is that whioh respects the position 
of Mr. Thurlaw t who had the greatest number 
of votes, next after Mr. Hill. It by no meat 
follows, B* of course, that, hecause the latter 
gentleman oould not, he bcinr; Mayor, return 
or declare, hia own election, therefore the elec- 
tion fell on Mr, Thurlow. The rule of law ia r 
that, whero the incapacity of the returned 
Candidate was known, by notice preriauBly 
given, nil votes theroefter polled for him are 
thrown away they are aa if polled for a per 
Bon not existing, and consequently are mere 
nullities. In such s case, therefore, the person 
numerically second on the poll is, in legal con- 
templation, the first. The point for delermi. 
nation is, whether tbo condition as to notice 
extends to any other than matters cf fact : or, 
in erTeel, whether, in a cots of tbli kind 
where the iuospaeity dspenda en matter oE law, 
ItneaStign ia not equivalent to notice. 

The anmc queatfon, indeed, as to the etnVacy 
of knowledge, extends to mutters of fact which 
m i' notorious ; and of which, the parties voting 
must have been cognisant. Thn a, fur example, 
could it have been neceaaary to give tba vc-u-ru 
no i™*, * k „* Mr. J-filf mid ir-rt,r^or criuld 
they, aa members of lbs Corporation, voting 
i'or that eenttsmsn, have been igmaiant that he 
was Mayor ? SVe think tbat notice of such s 
fact, to men voting in that charAOtev, waa 
quite unnecessary 1 and thst to hero given ft, 
would bBie been absolutely idle sad absurd, 
Every one nurn have knonn tho fact before- 
hand.; and Ihe wisoii, llieiefore, for giving 
notice in aunh eases, fails. Bat, atthcugli the 
voters for Mr, Kill may have known tbat be 
was Mayor, they did not know (aa it waa 
urged) that he was for that lesson ineligible, 
in point of law ; and notice of litis, therefore, 
at any rate, ahould have been given. 
\Ye are of opinion, that no auch 
neliee was necessary. It ia a well 
eaiablished principle, the soundness and wis. 
dam of which we need not Hera turn aside to 
vindicate, tbat every man must bs taken to 
know the law. In point of fact, many may not 
know it j but we cannot predicate thia, in any 
oaae, of any one — and, wern the ieouiry necea. 
aary In one case, it would be_ equally 10 in all. 
Justice could not be adminiafered, subject to 
sucb a condition t and, in truth, in thn vnat 
majority of instances, the fact never could be 
determined either way. But, if we were mo- 
rally persuaded, in the presentoase, that few 
of Mr, lliU'e voters Jlnew of tho disability in 
oueetion, we should still Ihiok it for better to 
encounter toe disappointment, and i&corivc- 
nieucVs, to which out decision may perhaps 
lead, than to violate a principle bo necessary, 
and of which the application ia a a extensive, 
that it will be found to pervade almost every 
branch sad department of the law.

without sxcubo i and 

4, To unite all Ihe colonies of the Australian 
grouB, with tha exeepiion of the penal colony 
□f Western Australia, in a aeriea of energetic 
i [Tans for their nammon defence against Impe- 
rial injustice, a* well at foe their general ad- 
vancement ai • great Federation of United 
Province*, having ennmon in: t rests and nem- 
mon noieota— the nncleut of one gieat Austra- 
lian nation, evidently dattined to ha the leading 
power of the Southern Hemisphere.
